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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

1. Claim 23 is finally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Yasugi (US 
2003/0163286). 

Regarding claim 23, Yasugi teaches obtaining a load state value during a current 
machining cycle (paragraph 12); updating a moving variable threshold based on a prior load state 
value calculated in a machining cycle before the current machining cycle (paragraph 13); and 
comparing the load state value in the current machining cycle with the moving variable threshold 
to determine a condition of the tool (paragraph 12). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claim 24 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The primary reason for the indication of allowability of claim 24 is the inclusion of the 
limitation that the load state value includes at least one of a cutting time, an area of a cutting load 
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waveform during cutting, and a maximum absolute value of a slope of a drop in a cutting load 
during the cutting. It is this limitation in the claimed combination that has not been found, 
taught, or suggested by the prior art that makes this claim allowable. 

3. Claims 1-22 and 25 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Please see applicant's 
response for reasons for allowance. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed November 4, 2005, with respect to claims 1, 4, and 25 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1, 4, and 25 has been 
withdrawn. 

However, the rejection of claim 23 still stands and has been made final. Applicant argues 
that Yasugi does not teach obtaining a load state value during a current machining cycle, rather 
that Yasugi teaches "a presumed present load" or an "estimated present load" as taught in 
paragraphs 1 5 and 40. Paragraph 1 5 teaches "present load presuming means for obtaining at 
least one of an average and the maximum of a cutting load detected by the cutting load detecting 
means in a fist [sic] period as a presumed present load." Therefore, although the load is not 
detected for the entire period, it is, in fact, calculated during a current machining cycle, as is 
required in claim 23.
